Dr.-, E celebrated Now York pbjetclaD, and oil’' of the 

doeat fellowa I ever joined In aport, waa epeuding bla bummer 
holiday at Cobb's Island, and he and I undertook to make uji the 
party for Barnum's “ shirk " dshlng. The first man to volunteer 
from among the guests was a little, chestnut-worm looking 
preacher, who was most anxious “ to observe the manner In 
which these hideous monsters were entrapped and taken from 
their native element.”

A glance backward told the whole story. Pale as ghosts 
Looking like a group from the picture of "Death on the pale 
horse, our female friends and the little preacher were huddled 
together just ready to make a deposit lu the tide for every flsh we 
drew from It. But It was no time to bother with theiu With hats 
thrown aside, coats off. and tilled with "the stern joy that war¬ 
riors feel In foemcn worthy of their steel,” we swung to the giant 
we had tackled. Let’s get one peep at him anyhow *’ said Dun- 
ton as we hauled him to hand over-hand. The boat careened 
heavily as wc worked and moved acroaa the current toward him

I Waa Bitting on the edge of the bank, emoklog, and' watching 
the old cook as he worked around the caboose Are; and listening 
to the wind aa It walled and sighed among tbe plnoa around the 
ahanty. The others had turned In hours before, and all waa 
quiet, aave, perhaps, the occasional muttering of some troubled 
Bleeper, EDd the steady, rooDotonous sound of tbe horses munch- 
At their food In the stable, divided from ue only by tbe log

Ton see her Idee of her dooty waa to Uko Jack 
where they was somethin’ to drink, never leavin’ the farm for no 
other purpose. 

“Lord, what times them was, to be sure! Whisky at seven pence 
ha penny the Imperial quart; and such whisky I None of the 
forty-rod nerve-wrackin’ poison, such as ye gits In these deglnerate 
days-why dang It! drink only a gallon of the s ulf, and ye can 
coajure up more reptiles nor any snake-charmer out of Indy. 
No, slr-ee; we didn’t take any auch stuff In ourn’, In them sweet 
days of adoleshehce that I’m tellln’ ye of. Well, well, as I think 
of it, a torrent of sad rebukin’ thoughts comes a wellin’ up 
through tbe visty of them long years; reproacbln’-like, for the 
opportoonitles lost, In them golden days of youth.

upon a trencher,” makin’ the rafters eceby again. Well, any 
how, DO one wants to go. We tries to put tbe job on one another; 
but no one volunteers. Then we throws tbe bones; that makes a 
row—and old Jack at tbe seventh tumbler. 

“Well, who shonld be a eltUn’ In a corner of the bar, smokin’ 

away silent as in Injun—but-, the land surveyor. He’d come 

up to run out the limits for the firm: and as I see him that night 
for tbe first time, I thought he was about tbe driest, soherest- 
lookln’ cues, mortlal man ever dropped eyes upon. He was a 
man as wouldn’t say ten words to you If you worked or banted 
alone a week In the bush with him. Well, any bow. In the mid¬ 
dle of the eaban be steps up, quietly-llke, and says he thinks as 
bow be kin gtt tbe old man home, and not spile tbe evenln’senter- 
tolnment, like, by Ukln’ any of the boya off, provided we gives 
him a little aaslatance. Now to this we acquiesces most cordial, 
ye may just bett for we was short-handed of boya already; moat 
of our chaps havin’ started for the drive tbe day afore, np the 
river. 

'Well, anyhow, he tolls us what to do. We're to ketch Jack at

modern deeihound. Both these 
authors have shown considerable 
ability and Ingenuity lu their ar- 
gumenU, and no one can deny 
that they are worthy of every con- 
alderatlOD. Richardson would ap¬ 
pear to be In error on some points, 
but In the main his Ideas would cer- 
Ulnly appear to be reasonable and 
correct. That Richardson was 
highly quaimed to offer a sound 
and most valuable opinion on the 
subject Is proved by the very ad¬ 
mirable manner In which he has 
treated of and described almost 
every known breed of dog, whether 
Brillsb or foreign. That we have 
lu the deerhound the modern rep- 
resenUtlve of tbe old Irish wolfdog 
Is patent. Of less stature, leas 

robust and of slimmer form, the main characteristics of tbe 
breed remain ; and In very exceptional Instances specimens occur 
which throw back to and resemble in a marked manner, the old 
stock from which they have sprung. It Is not probable that our 
remote ancestors arrived at any very high standard aa to quality 
or looks. Strength, stature, and fleetness were the points most 
carefully cultivated—at any rate, as regards those breeds used In 
the capture of large and fierce game. It Is somewhat remyka- 
ble that whilst we have accounts of all the noticeable breeds from 
a remote period, Including the Irish wolfdog, we do not And any 
alluBlon to the deerhound, save In writings of a comparatively 
recent date, which would In a measure Justify us In supposing 
that the deerhound la the modern representative of that auperb 
animal. 

It Is a matter of history that this dog was well known to and 
highly prized by the Romans, who, we are led to understand, fre¬ 
quently used him In their combats-In tbe arena, for which his 
great size, strength, and activity, eminently fltt^ Mm. -It has 
always ’eon a moot point whether the Irish wolfdog was, strlcUy 

Boeaklng, a greyhound, or was of a more robust form, approach¬ 
ing the mastiff. Let us, then, proceed to Inveatlgatt the quea- 
tton. 

Richardson tells ua that " Pliny relates a combat In which the 
doge of Epirus bore a part. He describee them as much taller 
than mastiffs, and of greyhound form, detailing an 
their contests with a lion and an elephant. This, he IMnke, 
Bufflcee to establish the Identity of the Irish wolfdog with the 
far-famed dogs of Epirus! 

Strabo deecrlbes a large and powerful greyhound as haylug 
been In use among the Celtic and Plctlsh nations, and as bMng 
held iQ such high estimation by them as to have been Imported 
Into Gaul for the purposes of the chase. 

Slllue describes a large and powerful greyhound u having 
been Imported Into Ireland by the Belgm, thus Identifying the 
Irish wolfdog with the celebrated Belgic dog of antiquity, which 
we read of lu so m'.iny places as haylug been brought to Rome 
for tbe combate of tbe amphitheater. 

sir James Warr, In his “ Antiquities of Ireland," thus ifrltes 
regarding the Irish wolfdog about 1630 (?)“ I must here Uke 
notice of those bounde which, from tbelr hunting of wolves, are

MR. GRAHAM’S IRISH WOLFHOUND “ SCOT." 


In tbe’ninth century the Welsh laws contained clauses en¬ 
tailing heavy penalties on any one found maiming or Injmlng 
the Irish greyhound, or, as It was styled In the Code aUuded to, 
"CanlB grains Hlbernicus,” and a value was set upon them equal 
to more than doable that set on the ordinary greyhound. 

“Camden," about 1568, says; “The Irish wffifhound le simi¬ 
lar In shape to a greyhound, bigger than a maetifl, and tractable 

as a spaniel." , ... • t , 

“ Holinsbed’e,” or rather Stslnhurat’s, description of Ireland, 
about 1560, contains this short account of the noble wolfdog: 

“ Ireland la stored of cowe, excellent horses, of hawkes, fish, and 
fowle. They are not without wolves, and greyhounds to hunt 

them bigger of bone and limb than a colt.” , 

Gftugh, In his edition of “Camden," published 178d, has this 
passage on the wolfhound: “Bishop affirmed that wolves still 
Infested the wild and solitary mountains. Under the srtlcto of 
greyhounds, Mr. Camden (writing probably about 1580-60) 
seems to place the wolfhounds, which are remarkably large, and 
peculiar to this country." 

In November, 1562, the Irish cblefUln Shane O NelU (possi¬ 
bly an ancestor of the Lords O’Neill, to be alluded to “owning 
Irish wolfhonnds later on) forwarded to Queen Elizabeth, 
through Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester, a present of two hoi«s, 
two hawks, and two Irish wolfdogs; sod In 1586, Sir John Per- 
rott, who was deputy of Ireland from January,-1684, to July, 
1588, sent to Sir Francis Walslngham, then Secretary of State In 
London, “ a brace of good wolfdogs, one black, one white. 
Later atUl, In 1608, we And that Irish wolfhounds were sent 
from Ireland by Captain Desmond of Dooesunon, to Gilbert, Earl 
of Shrewsbury. When Sir Thomas Rowe was ambassador at the 
court of the Great Mogul, In the year 1615, that emperor deelred 
him to send for some Irish greyhounds as the most welcome 
present he could make him. The foregoing are from an article 
on the Irish wolfhound, by Mr. Hsrtlng, that appeared In Sat- 
ley'a ifagaziiie for September, 1879. 

Ware U one of the few old writers (1654) who has said any¬ 
thing on the Irlih wolfdog, and hla words are scanty. Al¬ 
though we have no wolves In England, yet It la certain we have 
had heretofore rouU of them as they have at p™»e“X *“ 

Id that country Is bred a face of greyboands, which la fleet ana 
strong, and bears a natnral enmity to the wolf." 


Evelvn about 1660-70, says: “The Irish wolfhound was a 
toShouTasUtely lireiture Indeed, and did beat, cruel 
mastiff. The bull-dogs did exceedingly well, but the Irish wolf-

From Goldsmith, about 1770, the following la directed:— 

“The last variety, and the moet wonderful of all that I shall men- 
tlon, Is the great Irish wolfdog, lhat may be considered u the 
Bret of the canine species. He Is extremely beautlfnl and raa- 
jeettc In appearance, being the greatest of the dog kind to he 
seen In the world. The largest of those I have seen-and I have 
seen about a dozen-waa about four feet high, or as tall as a 
calf of a year old. He was made extremely like a greyhound,

Brooke, in hla “Natural Hlatory” of 1772, states: The Irish 
wolfdog Is, aa ‘Ray’ affirms, the highest dog he had ever Been, 
he being much larger than a mastiff dog, but more like a grey- 

bound lu shape., . . 

Smith, In Ms “History of Waterford" (1774), Uses very simi¬ 
lar words:—“The Irish greyhound, though formerly abounding 
In thlB country, la likewise become nearly extinct. The dog la 
much taller than tbe mastiff, but made more like a greyhound. 

Pennant (1778-81) Informs us that the Irish gre-hound—a 
variety once very friqnent In Ireland, and used In the chase of 
the wolf, now very scarce—Is a dog of great size and strength. 

From Bewick (1793) we gather 
that “the Irish greyhound Is the 
largest of the dog kind, and Its ap¬ 
pearance the most beautiful. It is 
only to be found in Ireland, where 
It was formerly of great use In 
clearing that country from wolves. 

It Is now extremely rare, and kept 
rather for aho.w than uae, being 
equally unaorvlceable for hunting 
the stag, the fox, or the bare. 
These doge are about three feet 
high, generally of a white or cluua- 
moD color, and made somewhat 
like a greyhound, but more robust. 
Tbelr aspect Is mild; their disposi¬ 
tion peaceable; their strength Is so 
great that In combat tbe mastiff or 
bull-dog Is far from being equal to 
them. They mostly seize their an¬ 
tagonists by the back and shake 
them to death, which tbelr great 
atrenglb generally enables them to 
do." M. Buflon supposes the 
great Danish dog to be only a 
variety of the Irish greyhound. 
About this time (1794) certain 
dogs In the possession of the then 
Lord Altamont were put forward as 
being Irish wolfdogs; but there ap¬ 
pears to he no doubt whatever that 
these dogs were degenerate speci¬ 
mens of the great Dane. Mr. Lam¬ 
bert, describing ihem to the Lio- 
nsein Society, stated that “they 
were the only ones lu the kingdom; 
tholy hair was short and smooth, 
the color brown-and-white, and 
blBok-and-whlte.” An engraving 
of one of these dogs Is given to 
the “ Encyclopicdla Brittanies" 
published in 1810, and It repre¬ 
sents an under bred great Dane, 
of dull and mild appearance. Rich¬ 
ardson at one time was in error re¬ 
garding these dogs, for be accepted 
them ae being true specimens of 
the Irish wolfhound; but he was afterward, from careful In¬ 
quiry and research, quite disabused of any such ‘^®®'

Jeaae coincldea In tbia opinion, aa, when apeaklog of the “Sporta- 
man’a Cabinet,” he aaya;—“It la a work more remarkable for the 
truth and Bneneu of Ita eogravlnga Jhan for the matter con¬ 
tained In It.” It la a noticeable and remarkable fact that whilat 
tbIa book profeaaea to treat of every known variety of Britlab 
dog, ltdoea not make any mention whatever of the Bcottlah deer¬ 
hound. 

A few extracta from thla book are given, that bear on the anb- 
ject under conalderatlon, though not taken from the chap er 
deacripllve of the Iriah wolfhound or greyhound. 

“ The greyhound, large Danleh dog, and Irlab greyhound, have, 
according to Buffon, exclualve of their llkeneaa of Bgurea and 
length of muzzle, a almllltude of dlapoaltlon.” 

" The peculiar Irritability of the olfactory senaatlon aeema by 
natural obeervatlon to depend more upon the largeneaa than the 
length of the noae, for the greyhound, Danleh dog, and Irleh 
greyhound, have evidently leea power of acent than the bound, 
terrier, etc.” 

“The bulldog and Irlab greyhound have their eara partly 
erect.” 

" The great Danish dog, taken from -thence to Ireland, the 
Ukraine, Tartary, Epirue, and Albania, haa been changed Into 
the Irlab greyhound, which la the largeat of all dogs.” 

“The greyhound and Irish greyhound, Buffon goes on to aay, 
have produced the mongrel greyhound, also called the greyhound 
with the wolf's hair”—In all probability the present Scotch deer¬ 
hound (!). 

Dr. fouler, reading a paper before the Dublin Geological 
Society In 1837, says;—“The Irish wolfdug was a very distinct 
race from the Scotch hound or wolfdog, which resembled the 
Irish breed In size and courage, but differed from It by having a 
ebarper muzzle and pendant ears.” 

McNeill, In bis article on the Irish wolfhound, written 1838, 
says:—“ Whatever may have been the origin of the name, there 
la little doubt as to the antiquity of a species of dog In this 
country (Ireland) bearing a great resemblance In many points to 
the greyhound of the present day, and passing under that name, 
though evidently a larger, nobler, and more courageous animal.*’ 
He goes on to argue that “from the rough and uncultivated 
state of the countryf and the nature of the game that was then 
the object of the chase—viz., deer of all sorts, wolves, and foxes 
—that the dogs would be of a larger, fiercer, and more shaggy 
description than tbo greyhounds of the present day,’’ 

From the “Museum of Animated Nature,’’ published In 1843- 
4,i, the following account of the Irish wolfdog h taken“ In 
Scotland and Ireland there existed In very ancient times a noble 
breed of greyhounds used for the chase of the wolf and deer, 
which appears to us to be the pure source of our present breed. 
It Is quite as possible that the matin la a modification of the 
ancleut greyhound of Europe—represented by the Irish grey¬ 
hound or wolfdog—as tbat It Is the source of that floe breed, St 
Buffon supposes. Few, we believe, of the old Irish greyhound 
exist.’’ 

From the very Interesting book entitled “Anecdotes of Dogs,” 
by E. Jesse, published 1846, the following la gleaned;— 

“The dog flourished at the time of early kings of Ireland, 
and, with harp and shamrock, Is regarded aa one of the national 
emblems of the country.” 

“ The Irish wolfdogs were formerly placed as the supporters 
of the arms of the ancient monareba of Ireland. They were col¬ 
lared ’or,’ with the motto, * Gentle when stroked, fierce when 
provoked.’ ” 

The well-known Mrs, 8. C. Hall, wrote to Jesse the following 
Interesting account of an Irish wolfdog;—“When I was a chOd 
(probably 1813-15), I had a very close friendship with a gen¬ 
uine old wolfdog, Bruno by name. He was the property of an 
old friend of my grandmother’s, who claimed descent from the 
Irish kings. Hie name was ©’’Toole. His visits were my jubi¬ 
lees. There was the kind, dignified, old gentleman, and there 
was his Ull, gaunt dog, grey with age, and yet with me full of 
play. The O’Toole had three of these dogs. Bruno was rough 
but not long-coated.” 

Richardson tells us that the late 8lr W. Betham, Ulster Klng- 
at-Arms, an authority of very high Importance on any subject 
connected with Irish antiquities. In communicating with Mr. 
Haffleld, wbo read a paper on the Irish wolfhound before the 
Dublin Natural History Society, about 1841, states as follows; 

From the mention of the wolfdogs in the old Irish stories and 
poems, and also from what I have heard from a very old person, 
long since dead, of his having seen them at the Neale, in the 
County of Mayo, the se^. of Sir John Browne, ancestor to Lord 
Kllmalne, I have.no do^t they were a gigantic greyhound. My 
departed friend described them as being very gentle, and that 
Sir J. Browne allowed them to come Into his dining-room, where 
they put their heads over the shoulders of those who sat at the 
table', they were not smooth-skinned like our greyhounds, but 
rough and curly-balred.’’ 

The Irish poets call the wolfdog ‘cu,’ and the common grey¬ 
hound gayer,’ a marked distinction, the word ’cu’ signifying a 
champion.” . 

Some dogs were owned by the late Hamilton Rowan, of Mer- 
rlon Square, Dublin, which were erronsouifp asserted to bo Irish 
wolfhounds. Regarding these dogs the following communlcv 
^n was kindly made to the writer by Mr. Betham, a son of Sir 
before alluded to;—“My father was very Intimate 
witb the late Hamilton Row^ao, who waa the only man possessed 
of the breed (Irish wolf bound), and who waa so chary of It that 
he would never give away a dog pup without first castrating him. 
1 have repeatedly seen the dogs with him when I was a boy, and 
heard him tell my father how he became possessed of them. He 
was In Paris about the time of the first Freuch Revolution, and 
was given a dog and a bitch, and was told there that they were 
f Denmark, thinking he would see more 

of the breed. When he got there he was told they were not 
Usn.ab, but Irish, and were brought over by some one from Ire- 
whom. The dogs were of a very peculiar color— 
a Kind of brlndle blue-and-whlte, sometimes all brindled, and 
sometimes a great deal of white with large Irregular briodle 
patches, and were much glyen to weak eyes. They stood about 
4 teet 4 or 6 Inches at the shoulder, were smooth-haired, and were 
most powerful dog. Hamilton Rowan was very proud of being 
he only possessor of the breed, and seldom went out without 
one or moreaccompanylng|hIm.”

Beyond the shadow of a doubt these dogs were slinply great 
Danes, as Mr. Rowan had evidently been told In Paris; the de¬ 
scription leaves no doubt on tbat head. Richardson tells us the 
fact was that Mr. Rowan owned some of the breed known as 
great Danes, and he never by any chance called them by a wrong 
name. He also owned a true wolfdog, and knew him to be such, 
calling him “the last of his race.” This dog was a large rough 
greyhound of Iron-grey color. Mr. Rowan subsequently presented 
this dog to Lord Nugent. In corroboration of this fact the 
writer waa Informed by the late Sir John Power, who recollected 
Mr. Rowan and his dogs, and who would have reached man's 
estate at the time, and been well able to judge of them, being a 
thorough lover of the canine race, that Richardson’s description 
of the true wolfdog belonging to Mr. Rowan waa right. Mr. 
Betham remembers the dogs only as a boy, and the distinction 
between the Danleh dogs and the true old rough dog would 
hardly have struck him; hence his misconception on the matter. 
Mr. Betbam’s account la only Inserted and confuted to remove 
any Impression that certain of Hamilton Rowan’s dogs were 
aught but great Danes, which has been erroneously otherwise 
concluded. Mr. Betham confesses. It will be seen, tbat he Is not 
acquainted with the great Dane or boarhound, which arc common 
and plentiful In all (Continental countries; he cannot, conse¬ 
quently, be considered a fair judge on the subject., 

Youatt has this regarding the Irish wolfdog;—“ This animal 
is nearly extinct, or only to be met with at the mansions of one 
or two persons, by whom be Is kept more for show than use, the 
wild animals which he seemed powerful enough to conquer hav¬ 
ing long disappeared from the kingdom. The beauty of his ap¬ 
pearance and antiquity of his race are his only claims, as be dis¬ 
dains the chase of stag, fox, or bare, though he Is ever ready to 
protect tbe person and properly of his master. His size Is vari¬ 
ous, some having attained the height of four feet. Ho Is shaped 
like the greyhound, but stouter.” 

Literature and the powers of depicting an animal In Its correct 
form were in such a crude and Immature stage amongst tbe 
nobility and gentry of tbe land at tbe periods when we have our 
first accounts of the Irleh wolfdog, that It la not In tbe least to 
be wondered at tbat tbe Imperfect descriptions given of tbe breed 
by such persons as were equal to tbe task were allowed to go un- 
contradlcted by the only people In whose hands tbe breed was 
likely to be. From the accounts we have, however, we can 
clearly and distinctly gather that the dog has always been of 
greyhound shape, of gigantic stature, and great power; iu fact, 
such a dog as a cross between the great Dane and present deer¬ 
hound would produce, as to form and bulk, but of superior size. 

Richardson, to further his views regarding tbe probable size 
of tbe ancient Irlab wolfdog, tells us that certain canine skulls 
were found by Surgeon Wylde at Dunshauglln which were con¬ 
cluded to be those of tbe.Irish wolfdog; of these tbe largeat waa 
eleven Inches In tbe bone, and from tbat fact he proceeds to ar¬ 
gue that the living dog must bare stood about forty Inches. To 
begin, he takes for bis guide a deerhound dog standing twenty- 
nine Inches, whose bead measures ten Inches. To the eleven- 
inch Irish wolfhound skull be adds three Inches for muzzle, hair, 
skin, and other tissues, thereby making tbe bead of the living dog 
fourteen Inches; thus getting the height of forty luches from It, 
as compared to tbe twenty-nine Inches from tbe ten-inch bead. 
Here, however, he would appear to be error, as one and one half 
or two Inches at the most would be enough to allow for tissues, 
etc., making the head twelve and-onc-half to thirteen Inches 
only, and so reducing the height to thirty-six Inches; moreover, 
the measurement of ten Inches for the head of a twenty-nlne-lnch 
deerhound is manifestly Insufflclent, as tbe writer can testify from 
ample experience. A deerhound of that height should have a 
bead of at least eleven Inches; so, calculating on the same prlncl- 
^Ihe, the skulls would have been from dogs standing about thirty- 
four inches. This skull Is stated to have been superior In size to 
the others, so If tbe argument was of any real worth, we can only 
gather from It tbat tbe dogs would have ranged from thirty-one 
to thirty-four Inches In height, which Is probable enough. 

It is an Incontestable fact that tbe domestic dog, when used for 
tbe pursuit of ferocious animals, should be larger and apparently 
more powerful than his quarry If he Is expected to take and over¬ 
come him single-handed, as the fierce nature, roving habits, and 
food of tbe wild animal render him more than a match for his 
domesticated enemy. If of only equal size and stature. We know 
that the Russian wolfhound (certainly very soft-hearted dog#), 
though equal lii stature to the wolf, will not attack him single- 
handed—and wisely, too, for they would certainly be worsted In 
the combat. Tbe Irish wolfdog, being used for both the capture 
and dispatch of the wolf,would necessarily have been of greyhound 
conformation, besides being of enormous power. When caught, 
a heavy dog, such as a mastiff, would be equal to the destruction 
of a wolf, but to obtain a dog with greyhound speed and the 
strength of the mastiff, it stands to reason that bis stature should 
considerably exceed thatof the mastiff—one of ourtallest as well 
as most powerful breeds. The usual height of the mastiff is thirty 
Inches; and, arguing as above, wo may reasonably conclude tbat 
to obtain the requisite combination of speed and power, a height 
of at least thirty-three Inches would have been reached, though 
we arc told by several writers that he exceeded tbat height con¬ 
siderably. 

Iu the New York Country, about May, 1878, It le written; “ It 
Is absurd to give as a reason for tbe ludlfference and apathy 
through which such a breed has been allowed to die out or its 
perpetuity to be endangered, that In the extermlnation.of his par¬ 
ticular foe—the wolf—his occupation was gone. A noble animal 
of this character should never have been permitted to waste away 
while curs of the lowest degree are petted and pampered, and 
carefully provided for. In this country particularly the Irish 
wolfdog cjuld-be made of special service. Here he would find In 
the chase and extermination of the wolf a wide field for bis prow¬ 
ess and courage. On tbe western bounds of civilization be would 
be Invaluable for tbe purposes of hunting, his keen sight and 
scent rendering him superior to many breeds now In use, and as 
a companion and friend of man, his fidelity and devotion have 
never been called In question. All the testimony which comes 
down to us agrees as to his sagacity, courage, strength, speed and 
size, although In this last point we perceive there Is a difference 
of opinion. Even allowing that bo attained a height of from 
thirty-two to thirty-five Inches, he Is taller than any breed now 
living, although tbe early accounts published of him state he was 
from three to four feet high.” 

For many months a spirited controversy and correspondence on 
the Irish wolfhound was carried on In tbe Live Stock Journal by 
the writer and others, without, It le confidently thought, in any 
way disturbing tbe conclusions on the breed which the writer has, 
from careful and prolonged consideration of tbe subject, arrived 
at, and which will be set forth presently. 

Tbe question as to whether It Is desirable to continue and 
thoroughly resuscitate this superb breed now that his occupation 
Is gone, is hardly worth entertaining 

Have not a dozen breeds—such as St. Bernards, collies, etc.,— 
been taken np, cherished, and Improved to a marvelous degree) 
Why not, then, take such measures to recover tbe Irish wolfdog 
^ Its original form) It can be done; tbe means are at hand If 
The win be only fortbsomlng. From the materials forthcoming 


In such specimens of the breed as are extant, and tbe largest deer¬ 
hounds, with jq^clous crosses for size and power, there Is little 
doubt tbat the breed can be restored to us In much of Its original 
magnificence, and the noble canine giant—always held to be typ¬ 
ical of Erin—would be worthily and faithfully represented. 

As tbe deerhound of tbe present day Is to tbe ordinary grey¬ 
hound, so Is the giant Irish wolfhound to the deerhound. An 
Irish paper, waxing enthusiastic on the subject, says, not long 
ago, regarding tbe Irish wolfdug; “This animal has become cele¬ 
brated aa tbe heraldic protector of our country. Fair Brin alts 
pensively beside her harp, the round tower stands near, and guard¬ 
ing all three, reclines the wolfhound. Scotland's lions have been 
famed In story; England ' stole’ one of them, say some, and join¬ 
ing him In company with tbe unicorn, committed to his trust the 
honor of Albion; but the unicorn Is a beast which even Dr. 
Houghton has never seeo, while we must go back to tbe antedi¬ 
luvian era to find Hons In Great Britain. But the wolfhound Is 
no mythic beast In Ireland; be was, and we trust be will again be. 
Included amongst the undoubted, exclusive, and most distin¬ 
guished specimens of the Irish fauna.” 

In the British Museum there le a Grecian vase, some 4S0 
B. C., on which Actmon Is depicted surrounded by hla dogs. Some 
of them would appear Identical with what the Irish wolfhound 
was, save, perhaps. In tbe matter of coat. 

On some ancient frescoes at Easton Neston Hall, near Tow- 
cester, are depicted various hunting scenes. In one of these two 
vast dogs of deerhound type are rejiresented as seizing a boar, 
and these frescoes having been painted at a time when tbe Irish 
wolfhound existed, may be looked upon as throwing considerable 
light on the real type of that breed. They are shown to be vast 
deerhounds, with rough, wiry coats, of a dark, blue-gray color; 
ears small and falling over. 

It will be well now to state the conclusions at which tbe writer 
has arrived as to the general appearance and cbaracter of tbe Irish 
wolfhound, after a prolonged, searching, and careful study of 
the subject. _ 

form. —That of a very tall, heavy, Scotch deerhounu, much 
more massive, and very majestic-looking; active sod fast, per¬ 
haps somewhat less so than the present breed of deerhound; neck 
thick In comparison to bis form, and very muscular; body and 
frame lengthy. 

Bead. —Long, but not narrow, coming to a comparative point 
toward tbe nose; nose rather large, and bead gradually getting 
broader from tbe same, evenly up to tbe back of the skull—not 
sharp up to the eyes, and then suddenly broad and lumpy, as Is 
often the case with doge bred between greyhound and mastiff. 

Coat. —Thera can be but little doubt that from the very nature 
of the work the dog was called upon to do, this would be of a 
rough and somewhat shaggy nature, and to this end points the 
evidence gained from Arrian—second century—who leaves no 
doubt In our mind that the great greyhound of his day was rough 
In coat; also from the ancient Irish harp, now preserved In Trinity 
College, Dublin, which Is ornamented with a figure of the Irish 
wolfhound, rough-coated. Sir J. Browne's dogs were rough and 
shaggy; Mr. 0"Toole’B dog was rough; also Hamilton Rowan's. 
Tbe former Earls of Caledon owned Irish wolfdogs, which were 
rough; added to which. In former days all greyhounds were, we 
have every reason to believe, rough; certainly tbe larger varie¬ 
ties, as is now without exception the case. So it Is with justice 
concluded that the coat was rough, hard and long all over body, 
bead, legs and tall; hair on bead long, and rather softer than that 
on body, standing out boldly over eyes; beard under jaws being 
also very marked and wiry. 

Color. —Black, grey, brlndle, red, and fawn, though white dogs 
were esteemed In former times, as Is several times shown us—In¬ 
deed, they were often preferred—but for beauty the dark colors 
should be cultivated. 

Eari. —Small In proportion to size of bead, and erect as In the 
smooth greyhound. If dark in color It Is to be preferred. 

The Tail should be carried with an upward curve only, and not 
be curled, as Is the case with many greyhounds. 

Site. —We may safely deduce that the height of these dogs varied 
from 82 to 34 Inches, and even 85 Inches In the dogs, probably 
from 29 to 31 Inches In the bitches. The other dimensions would 
naturally be about as follows, for well-shaped and true-formed 
dogs; Girth of chest—dogs, 38 to 44 Inches; bitches, 32 to 34 
Inches. Weight In pounds—dogs, 115 to 140; bitches, 90 to 115. 
Girth of fore-arm—doge, 10 to 12 Inches; bitches, S^to 10 inches. 
Length of head—dogs, 12^ to 14 Inches; bitches, 11 to 12 Inches. 
Most modern authors, and all practical lovers of the canine race 
whom the writer has consulted, are agreed that tbe foregoing Is 
the correct type of dog beyond question; and although some dif¬ 
fer slightly as to the comparative bulk and power of the dog, the 
difference Is small when dispassionately looked at. 

To any one who has well considered the subject, such conclu¬ 
sions are Inevitable, and this Impression has been manifestly 
handed down to us for generations. 

Although several writers have incorrectly confounded the great 
Dane with tbe Irish wolfhound, yet It le probable that tbe two 
breeds were not Infrequently crossed; Indeed, it Is possible that 
In foreign countries tbe Irish wolfhound may have degenerated 
Into the great Dane and other varieties, as It has Into the deer¬ 
hound with us. That such was tbe case, Buffon docs more than 
suggest. Major Gamier, who gave the subject considerable at¬ 
tention at one time, rather holds to this opinion, and says “tbat 
whilst the Highland deerhound Is tbe most correct type, the Ger¬ 
man boarhound has best retained tbe size, though at tbe expense 
of character." 

These facts may possibly have Influenced erroneously the opin¬ 
ions of some of the naturalists of the latter end of the last cen¬ 
tury, and will also account for tbe fact of Lord Altamont’s dogs 
having been put forward os Irish wolfhounds, which they cer¬ 
tainly were not. 

Tbe last wolf was supposed to have been killed In Ireland about 
1710. 

Richardson says;—“Though I have separated tbe Irish wolf- 
dog from tbe highland deerhound and the Scottish greyhound, I 
have only done so partly in conformity with general opinion, that 
I have yet to correct, and partly because these dogs, though 
originally Identical, are now unquestionably distinct in many 
particulars.” 

Tbe former Earls of Caledon at one time owned a breed of 
Irish wolfhounds, regarding which the presentpoer has obligingly 
collected tbe following particulars; “ Tbe dog was In appearance 
between a mastiff and deerhound; slighter and more active than 
tbe one, more massive and stronger than the other; as tall or 
taller than tbe tallest deerhound; rough, but not long-coated; 
fawn, grizzly, and dun In color; some old men on the property 
have mentioned a mixture of white.” 

A breed waa also owned by the Lords O’Neill, also by Lord 
Castletown; but no Information regarding them has been ob¬ 
tained, although a friend of tbe writer was presented, many years 
ago, with a bitch of tbe former breed, which answered very much 
to the description given above of T.ord Caledon’s dogs. 

In a very Interesting letter from America, written to a gentle¬ 
man residing in England, published In tbe Live Stock journal 
some time ago, tbe writer says; “I have felt an Interest In tbe 
subject for over fifty years. My father often spoke of Lord 811- 
go’s (Altamont’s) breed fof dogs, and doubted tfaeir being tbe 
genuine Irlab wolfdog. He bad tvery opportunity of [observing 
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them himeelt, belug much at Westport House dtfHng bts ;outb.” 
After making other observations, be goes on to sa;: “ The bone 
nt the foreleg Is, I should say, the point that beat distinguishes 
dogs of this class from all of the greyhound class, whom In actual 
build they so mucb resemble. The massiveness of that bona Is 
out of proportion altogether, and It certainly was not made for 
speed so much as for power and endurance. 1 think all the 
Scotch doge that I have seen are deSclent In this respect, and I 
attribute It to crossing with lighter built breeds In order to ob¬ 
tain swiftness for deer bunting. The epithet ' halry;footed ’ In 
old Irish poems leaves no doubt as to the comparatively rough 
coat of the Irish wolfdog." 

That It Is beyond reason that any dng should have stood 80 
inches la not the case, as Lord Mount Edgeumbe has a picture of 
a dog taken life size, which measures 36 Inches to the shoulder. 
The skeleton of this dog (apparently a gcaat Dane), which Is also 
preserved, would corroborate this measurement. A picture was 
also painted for the Marquis of Hastings, In 1803, by Clifford de 
Tomsan, which represeiits a dog standing 36 inches at shoulder, 
siso apparently a great Dane, of a buCf-and-whlte color. The 
picture measures feet by 5^ feet, so It will be seen the dog 
must of necessity have been gigantic. We have also had some 
enormous dogs “ In the life ” of late years. The great American 
dog exhibited to Her MaJS'^ty, some eighteen years ago, was said 
to stand 36 Inches. BIr Roger Palmer's Sam was 34. Both 
were bnarhounds. Several of our mastiffs have stood 33 and 
even 34 inches. The great dog brought from America by Mr. 
Butler, of New York, about four or 8ve years ago, stood about 
the same height. He was a descendant of the dog shown to the 
queen—also owned by Mr. Butler. On the continent It Is not 
uncommon to 6nd dogs standing 33 and 34 Inches, and a boar- 
hound has been brought to the writer’s notice, belonging to a 
gentleman residing at Cologne, that was reported to stand 37 
Inches by a gentleman well accustomed to large dogs. The tall¬ 
est do^he writer has actually measured stood S4| Inches on the 
shoulder-blade—a giant Indeed. With all these examples before 
us, and some of them within our reach, there Is no reason why 
the Irish wolfhound should not he restored to Its original height 
of from 33 to 35 Inches. 

It Is worthy of remark, that whilst some people scout the very 
Idea that the deerhound is the descendant of the Irish wolfhound, 
.McNeill Is proud to claim such descent for bis favorite breed. 

Major Gamier at one time turned bis attention to Irish wolf¬ 
hounds, and produced one or two dogs of great size, but he was 
unable to carry hU project to an end, being suddenly ordered to 
the Cape. He was thoroughly convinced that the recovery of 
this breed in Its pristine grandeur and magnificence was only a 
question of time If the would-be breeders were steadfast In their 
endeavors. He bad laid down for himself certain rules in breed¬ 
ing, which are given: 

“ 1. Quality is very much more dependent on the dam than 
on the sire. 

“ 3. Bone or size, on the contrary. Is far more dependent on 
the sire. 

“ 3. Color Is almost wholly dependent on the sire. 

“ 4. The coat is almost wholly Independent of the sire. 

“ 5. Muscular development and general form Is chiefly depend¬ 
ent on the dam. 

“ 0. All these are modified by the fact that the purer bred 
will (other things being the same) Inllueuce the progeny more 
than the other. 

“ 7. Every decided cross Increases the size by one or two 
Inches. This is merely an opinion formed from my own experi¬ 
ence and observation; but I have never seen it carried out far 
enough to make me certain in my own mind abont It. 

“ 1,3, 3, 4, and 5 I have not merely met with as the opinions 
of other people, but I have proved them incontestably myself. 
With regard to No. l—‘Quality'—I mean ‘blood,’ nervous de¬ 
velopment, vigor, energy, and character.” 

He concludes by saying; ” Anyhow, with Ulmer boarbounds 
and Russian wolfhounds (of course. In conjunction with the deer¬ 
hound and such of the Irish breed as are In existence) I believe 
It is quite possible to re-establish the old breed of Irish grey¬ 
hounds In all their former beauty and power. I should, how¬ 
ever, be content with perfection of form and coat at 34 Inches." 

The writer is not prepared to coincide entirely with the above 
rules, but in the main be considers them correct, and such as 
can safely be adopted by breeders. The foxhound, the pointer, 
the shorthorn, and many breeds of sheep and pigs, have been 
brought to their present excellence by judicious crossing; why 
should not the same principle be applied to the perfecting of the 
Irish wolfhound? 

About the year 1863 the writer took the Irish wolfhound ques¬ 
tion up, and Instituted very searching inquiries after any speci¬ 
mens of the breed. For some time be did not meet with much 
success; but about twelve years ago three distinct strains were 
brought to his notice—viz : those of the late Sir J. Power, of 
Kilfane, the late Mr. Baker, of Ballytobln, and Mr. Mahoney, of 
Dromore—alas! now all believed to be lost, save some of the de¬ 
scendants of the first two strains, which are in the writer’s 
and une or two other hands. Isolated specimens were also 
beard of. The Kilfane strain owed their origin to dogs bred by 
Richardson, about 1840, who, not content with writing, actively 
set to work to discover the breed; from him Sir John Power had 
more than one specimen. Richardson obtained bitches from Mr. 
Carter of Bray, (whose strain he mentions in his essay), and 
crossing these with a grand dog of great height, produced some 
remarkably fine dogs, it la also believed that this strain was de¬ 
scended from Hamilton Rowan’s dog Bran, before mentioned. 
Of tills strain also were the Ballytobin dogs. Mr. Baker was an 
enthusiast regarding all old Irish InetltnUons, and having built 
himself a castle, he did all be could to Increase the size of the 
deer in his park, also to restore to tbclr original form the Irish 
wulfdogs. To this end be procured the best specimens, wherever 
to be bad, regardless of cost, and at bis death, some twelve 
years ago, be left a kennel of really fine dogs. The pick of these 
—bequeathed to a friend—a bitch, eventually came Into the pos¬ 
session of the writer, and from her and from dogs of the writer’s 
own breeding bis present strain has sprung. The strain of Mr. 
Mahoney was originally procured from Sir John Power, and Mr. 
Mahoney thus speaks of them: 

” The pedigree I bad, but I do not think I could now find It. 

1 remember that the grandsire or the great-grandslre was one of 
the last old Irish dogs, which I have an Idea belonged to the 
famous Hamilton Rowan; but of this I am not certain. As 
wolves disappeared In Ireland the dogs gradually fell away also. 
They were expensive to keep, and from tbe fifteenth century the 
diet of the people gradually changed from being almost exclus¬ 
ively animal to being purely vegetable. Thus there was no food 
to preserve tbe size and power of the dogs. Tbe race of red deer 
also became extinct, except In the mountaius of Kerry, where a 
few wandered; but under the care of Lord Eenmare and Mr. 
Herbert, and ibolr successors, have developed Into noble breeds 
without a cross. Thus there was no Inducement to extenuate the 
old powerful dog Into the swifter but sparer deerhound, and tie 
few specimens that remained preserved tbe original character¬ 
istics; while In Scotland the cause that preserved tbe race from 
extinction tended to change Its qualities and older heroic propor¬ 
tions Into tbe mo.lem deerhound. 

“ .My idea was that by selection, avoiding In-breedlog, and 


proper feeding, the old characteristics might In some generations 
be somewhat recovered. The colors were dark brlodle,blulsb-gray, 
and fawn. Tbe bitch was usually lower, and therefore look^ 
stouter than tbe dog; indeed, she was so In proportion. They 
were stouter than deerhounds.” 

Lord Derby, grandfather of the present lord, bred Irish wolf¬ 
hounds of evidently much the same character as tbe strain just 
alluded to. One of them Is thus described by a gentleman: 
"She was a dark brindle brown, tbe-coat of b>ng, wiry hair, tbe 
build heavier and bead more massive than that of the deerhound, 
tbe hair on the head thicker and lying flatter, and the ears rather 
larger, though lying close to tbe bead.” Some of her descend¬ 
ants were nearly black. 

The writer has not only studied tbe subject carefully, but has 
bred extensively, with more or less success, though death and 
disease have hitherto robbed him of tbe finest specimens. Doga 
have been bred approaching his Ideal closely In looks, though 
wanting tbe required height and power; also doge of very great 
height, etc., which were somewhat wanting In character. Tet 
the very certain knowledge has been gained from these efforts 
that it Is perfectly possible to breed the correct type of dog In 
the course of a few years—bar losses from death and disease. 
It has been the steadfast endeavor of the writer to get crosses 
from such dogs of acknowledged Irish wolfhound blood as were 
to be found. In preference to simply crossing opposite breeds to 
effect the desired otject. 

Tbe Irish Kennel Club was courageous enough to establish a 
class for tbe breed of Irish wolfhounds at their show, April, 1879, 
and It Is strenuously to be hopcltbat this step In tbe right di¬ 
rection will be followed on the part of other shows. 

Scot, tbe subject of the Illustration, was from a Kilfane 
sire, out of a fine red bitch. He is a powerful dog of strong 
red color, deficient In coat, notably on head, and loses mucb 
In appearance thereby. 'Taken on the whole, however, be 
gives a very fair Idea of tbe breed as to form and bulk; 
but Instead of standing only S9i inches, as he does, be should 
be at least 33 Inches, and be enlarged In proportion. Tbe blood 
can be traced back for forty years. His dimensions are: Height, 
30^ Inches; girth of chest, 33^ Inches; length of bead, 13 locbea; 
girth of head, 18t Inches; fore-arm, 8^ inches; weight, 110 Iba, 
which will serve to show what tbe general conformation of the 
dog Is, though tbe bead Is represented as somewhat too deep be¬ 
hind the eyes In the engraving. 

A very sensible letter was published in the Live Slack Journal, 
in 1876, by a German gentleman, from which the following ex¬ 
tracts will prove of interest;—“That the Irish wolfhound Isa 
pure ' windhound ’ (greyhound) I believe as lltlle as.lhat it is a 
pure Dane. As opposed to the wolf the largest ' windhound ’ Is 
not strong enough, and the Dane, on account of its short, fine 
hair, Is too vulnerable. I think the Irish wolfhound Is the Scotch 
deerhound with some blood from onr modern large German 
doggo (boarhound?) to give him tbe necessary strength.” 

Tbe writer has had painted, under bis close superintendence 
and guidance, a portrait of an Irish wolfhound of 35 Inches, life- 
size, of a gray color, and It presents to the vision a moat striking 
and remarkable animal of a very majestic and beautiful appear¬ 
ance, far, far beyond any dog the writer has ever seen,In grandeur 
of looks. 

In concluding this article, the writer would express his aston¬ 
ishment that so noble and attractive a breed of dog should have 
found so few supporters. Uf all dogs tbe monarch and the most 
majestic, shall he be allowed to drop from our supine grasp? 

'The above article being from tbe pen of so able an authority, 
must command attention from all classes of the community who 
are Interested in dogs. As Mr. Graham remarks. It is astonish¬ 
ing that BO noble and attractive a breed is so poorly supported 
by admirers of the canine race. A few enthusiastic breeders 
would rescue it from the position Into which It has fallen; and 
from tbe success which is attending tbe efforts of those gentle¬ 
men who are now Interesting themselves on Its behalf, we are 
confident that a breed of Irish wolfhounds conld soon be pro¬ 
duced, which, if not actually of tbe old original strain, would 
at least fairly represent tbe breed In modern times. 

As Mr. Graham has not appended a scale of points to bis re¬ 
marks upon the breed, we venture to add one upon our own re- 
sponf iblltty, merely remarking that It Is our own conception, 
and Is Inserted here without an appeal to Mr. Graham, who Is, at 
the time of writing, too far away to be communicated with.

I observe that I have aroused the ire of a Mr. Herzberg who 
stands forth as self-constituted champion of Mr. Hollins’ (eye 
glass and all) and of divers and sundry men and doge. As this 
Mr. Herzberg has yet his own claims to authority to make out. It 
wuuld be a waste of time to take notice of what he thinks proper 
to approve or disapprove, but I would ask this Don Quixote (re¬ 
garding tbe objects of his championship) which opinion of tbe 
following two should have the most weight, viz.: his own, formed 
In a distant country, and on second hand evidence, or that of 
those who are on tbe spot and have the advantage of actual eye 
witness? That Mr. Herzberg docs not know what he so glibly 
writes about I shall prove before I finish; he has therefore “wrlt- 
len himself down ” one who has placed himself In the absurd po¬ 
sition of champlou of be kuows not what, and persons of whom 
he knows absolutely nothing. That, however, la not of tbe least 
consequence to our Don Quixote; Is be “obliged, being a knight 
to distinguish sounds and know what are and what are not of a 
fulling mini” Tbe ingenious gentleman Don Qn xote did not 
find it necessary to distinguish between goblins and wind-mills, 
he adapted all he saw to his knightly conceits; why then should 
Mr. Herzberg, “the wee bit” Quixote, be expected to be person¬ 
ally acquainted with the persons be loudly champions, or to verify 
tbe facts he confidently asserts? The faith he displays concern¬ 
ing those persona and the simple way he has accepted those let¬ 
ters be puts forward as evidence of hla views, are truly refresh¬ 
ing, though they do not say much for hl.i peoelration; his heart 
may be right, but one cannot say so much for tbe acuteness of 
one who has evidently never taken more than a superficial glance 
at those letters. Truly Mr. Hollins, elc., may be congratulated 
on their champion, one who has not even penetration enough to 
perceive that tbe subject matter of bis cause which be brings 
luto court disposes of tbe credibility of bis chief witness. 

Mr. Herzberg need not make himself curious os to Breeder’s 
identity. He should remember that the necessity tor these critl- 
clsms la created by another, writing under a nam it plume, who 
has promleed fifty articles and baa only got to fifteen; when Vie 
fifty are complete then I shall not require any Mr. Herzberg to 
ask me to father my own letters. Until then the editor of tbe 


Chicago Fuld will, I am sure, tee that Mr. Herzberg uses no 
unfair suggestions or loterencee to discover me, and os to his 
statement that be knowa who I am, that may be classed with his 
accusation of “ he violates the plainest rnlet of the language he 
condemns;” that It, Mr. Hollins’ language and tbe rules Messrs. 
Hollins and Herzberg have discovered In Its support. Mr. Herz¬ 
berg accuses me of bolding np to admiration the Llewellln set¬ 
ters. I admit It. Mr. Herzberg tod every American who takes 
an Interest In setters will be unable to accuse me of more than 
simple justice for It. No other breed has done os much either In 
England or America; If It bos I shall be glad to be corrected. It 
happens, however, I have followed Leatherheod In the subjects 
for criticism and In no case baa be chosen a Llewellln setter. This 
being a reply to Mr. Herzberg who objects to my oplulont belug 
made facts In history, I will Introduce no bistorlcM fact having 
the authority of a nom it plunie only, but will demolish Mr. 
Herzberg’s statement that I am untrue, by a simple reference to 
the evidence be himself sends to tbe Chicago Ihkld. This it a 
course which ought to please him, although I might bring for¬ 
ward anythlpg 1 can, since tbe editor would certainly have never 
ashed me to write had he not regarded my opinions as sound. 

My statement that Emperor Fred Is by Tory Is selected by Mr. 
Herzberg to show how nertmthful my criticisms are. Mr. Herz¬ 
berg has two witnesses to prove that he Is by Blue Prince, while 
I have but one to prove bo It by Tory, but I am not going to 
prove be Is by Tory; I am simply going to show that be has no 
known pedigree, and that, therefore, likeness between him and 
some supposed sire Is the safest guide.

declared the produce to be by Tory before he had seen them. 
Second, that Mr. Robinson, knowing all this, sold Breeze, one of 
the produce, to Mr. Shirley, as by Tory, then believing him to be 
the second dog tbe bitch bad been'put to; whereas, Hr. Robinson 
knew that the pedigree was a doubtful one. Third, It was not 
until Mr. Robinson thought he could claim Blue Prince as tbe 
only sire, and to “ make the pedigree of his dog,” that he said 
anything about Blue Prince being the first dog to serve tbe biten. 

Now, there Is only the kennel lad to be dealt with. We hsvo 
Mr. Robinson’s word for it that such a person exists, and Mr. Rob¬ 
inson’s word for It, that Mr. Laverack Was unable to look 
after bts own dogs. Even if all this was so, the kennel lad might 
or might not have known the correct names of the doge, and see¬ 
ing how things were managed In the Blue Prince and Tory busi¬ 
ness, the latter Is as likely as tbe former. The evidence of this 
kennel lad is no support to Mr. Herzberg’s bold assertion; it has 
not been allowed by tbe compilers of the English Stud Book, nor 
will It by any one besides Messrs. Herzberg A Co., either in Eng¬ 
land or America.

Whnt a Good Bloodhound Can Do. 

S me years ago. In the Autumn, the Court Huntsman, now For¬ 
ester Qrumme, of Siedenbolz, killed, early one morning, a young 
deer In a ravine near the Bruchberg, in the Hartz. After being 
eviscerated, the deer was left lying on the borders of a pine 
wood, to be fetched by a charco^-bnrner In Orumme’s employ.

It was evident, bad just been disturbed and surprised In 
their work by tbe sound of the huntsmen coming through the 
thicket) had. In their flight, left their bats, sticks, and knives be¬ 
hind them, ^'bus the weary search over mountain and rock, 
through wood and thicket, was rewarded, and HIrschmann bod 
proved how much a good bloodhound. In the hands of a thorough 
huntsman, may accomplish .—Bnglith Sxehangt.

THE NATIONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB’S 
TRIALS. 

(Special TclcKrem.) 

Vincennes, Inb., Not. 16, 1880. 

The trials commenceJ yesterday morning with the Derby, In 
which there were seTenteeo starUrs. The ground was frozen 
hard, the eky overcast, and the southeast wind, which was blow¬ 
ing, chilled to the marrow. A more disagreeable and uncomfort¬ 
able day It could not have been possible to have had, and 
throughout the day the same Inclement atmosphere prevailed, and 
at noon the snow fell In small nakes for about half an hour. 
The consequence was, the blrda were In thick cover and dllllcult 
to Ood. 

About three and a half miles from town the Srst brace, Snell- 
enburg’s Dick Lavcrack and Riymond's Dodo were cast off at 
10:05, and after being down one hour and 8ve minutes, during 
which time several nelds and thickets were drawn blank, they 
were taken up to be put down again. 

The next brace, Strother's Frost's Leah and McIntosh’s Abbey 
Whlnnery, after a run of one hour and twenty-flve minutes were 
taken np, and Abbey declared the winner of the h*nt. They ran 
their race out on one bevy. Leah found the majority of the 
birds, but lost the race In consequence of being unsteady and 
breaking In, and also by the fact that Abbey ranged and quar¬ 
tered better, and out paced her. 

After half an hour for lunch Snollenburg's Daisy Laverack and 
Bryson's Peep O’Day were cast oft and proved a clipping brace. 
After an Interesting contest of one hour and fifteen minutes 
Dalay Laverack won the beat. Peep O'Day had the best of Daisy 
(who was sullerlng from broken toe nails of the off hind foot) on 
pace, quartering, ranging and style, but Daisy got points on birds 
sutBclent to make up the difference, and won the heat. 

McDonald’s Bruce and Davldson’a Abbesa were the next brace, 
and after running from 2:55 to 5:05, Bruce won the heat. Ab¬ 
bess was not hereelf as she was Buffering from a very severe 
attack of diarrhoea, which doubtlesa cut her speed down. She, 
however, ran a game race, but Bruce got the polnta on birds, and 
won the heat. It being nearly dark, the trials ended for the day.

At 0:55 the first brace, Sanborn'a Count Noble and Snellen- 
burg’s May Laverack were cast off. After running thirty 
minutes Count Noble won the heat. 

Immediately after Connt Noble won his beat, 1 was anthor- 
Ized by a gentleman present to purchase him. If I could, and to 
go as high as one thousand dollars for him. I made Mr. Sanborn 
the offer, bnt be declined It. Dick Laverack and Dodo were put 
down to run out their undulsbed beat, and after running twenty 
mlDutea were ordered up, and no decision was rendered, the 
judges considering they had no chance to win. 

The next brace, Sanborn’s McDuff and Yearsley's Little Lady, 
after running one hour and ten minutes, were taken up to be put 
down again. 

Montview Kennels' Count Nallor and Riimsey’s Nimrod, 
the next brace, ran for two hours and five minutes. It was a 
sharp contest, and well won by Count Nallor. J. Hopkins Smith’s 
Jill and Sewell’s Ceclle, the next brace, after running thirty-five 
minutes were taken up, and no decision rendered, as the judges 
considered they had no chance to win. 

McDuff and Little Lady were again put down to finish their 
heat, which was won by McDuff, after running thirty-live 
minutes. It being a quarter to five the trials ended for the day. 
The winners of the first heats. Jack, Abbey Whlnnery, Daisy 
Laverack, Bruce, Count Noble, McDuff, and Count Nallur, will 
run off to-morrow for first, second and third places.

Dr. Coues' Biblioouapbt. —Three Installmonls of Ur. Elliott 
Cones' great work on universal bibliography of ornithology, have 
appeared. The first was contained In part first of “ Birds of Color¬ 
ado Valley” and compriaed about 1,000 titles. The second was 
published in "Bulletin” of the Hayden Survey,VoI.V., No. 2, and 
is made op of some 700 titles. The third pertains to the sys¬ 
tematic department of bibliography relating to particular 
species, genera, or families of American birds, systematically 
-arranged by families, and In chronological order. These three 
Installments cover almost the entire range of American ornithol¬ 
ogy. The latter will appear In No. 4, Vol. 5, of the forthcoming 
Bulletin of the Hayden Survey. The fourth Inatallment may be 
found la " Proceedings of the U. S. National Mnsenm,” for 1879. 
It pertains to British ornithology, and comprises some 9,000 
titles. The whole work, when completed, will be as about as 
large as Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, and will contain per¬ 
haps 30,00p titles. 

The Cattle Show. —In 1878 the III nols State Board of Agri¬ 
culture Inangurated a series of exhibitions of fat stock, and se¬ 
lected Chicago as the ty In wcibich the annusl shows should be 
held. On Monday evening, Nov. 15, the third of the aeries 
was opened at the Exposition Bnlldlog, with a splendid Hat of 
entries, and In the prssenca of 8,000 Interested spectators. The 
entry list Included representatives of the Sbort-hom, Heretords, 
Deyons, Jerseys, and Ayrshire families. The exhibition of 
blooded Cotswold, Sonthdown, aud Mexican sheep la better than 
at any preylons show; they nambei 172. The results cannot 
fall to be beneficial, as these fat-stock shows bring together the 
representatWe breeders and dealers of the coontry. 


Col. I. H. MoCbbsnbt.—P rof. HeChesney, the well known 
scientific agriculturist and scientist, baa been spending a few 
days In the city. He was one of the few anfortunates who bad 
large collections burned In the Chicago fire, bealdee yalnable 
books. One of these collections was purchased by the North¬ 
western University, for $80,000, hut was burned previous to 
delivery, aod was consequently a dead loss, financially. The 
Colonel, or Professor, as be Is familiarly known, was one of the 
early eclentlflc workers In the city. He la now located In New 
York looking after mining intereate. He baa atlll some col- 
lectiona In the Academy of Sciences. 

State Laboratory Work. —Prof. A. B. Forbes, Director of the 
Illinois State Laboratory, Is to spend the next month In overhsnl- 
log the collection of fishes, insects, criptogamoue plants, etc., 
made throughout the state during the last two years. Sixty sets 
are to be selected, labeled and parceled out to as many blgh- 
echoola and state luatltutlona. Including the Industrial Univer¬ 
sity, and Southern lllloola Normal. A large lot Of marine fishes 
will be worked over at the same time, together with a large 
amount of marine lovertebratea. Prof. Forbes Is doing good 
work for the state, and should be heartily supported bf It. 

Cope's Late Discoveries. —Prof. Edward D. Cope, of the 
American Nataralat, has taken some twenty fossils from a new 
region of Eocene tertiary of the West, of wbltUi ten are new to 
science. Three of these were carnivora. One belonging to a 
new genus was as large as a tiger. Prof. Cope calls it Prutop- 
aalit tigrinia. One new one la a lemur, six are tapirs, and two 
belong to the European genua LopAiodon. Another Is also a 
type of a new genna. The amount of new species brongbt out 
by Prof. Cope form marveloua contribntlona to knowledge. 
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Chamois Hunting in Austriii. 

Briorton, England, Oct. 27, 1880. 

Editor CnicAoo Field;— While In Vienna I received an In¬ 
vitation from the famous Count Wllzek, one of Austria's greatest 
entertainers and one of her most worthy gentlemen. Connt 
WHzek Is supposed to have the finest shooting groands In the 
Styerlan Mountains for chamois. Of course, the readers of this 
article will underetaod what I mean by shooting grounds. The 
game belongs to the man who has money enough to purchase a 
large tract of country where stags aod chamois are to be found. 

Of course these grounds vary In size, according to the wealth of 
the gentleman who hires them. Count Wllzek has forty thousand 
acres of ground for chamois shooting rlone. 

The favorite haunts of the chamois are the highest mountains 
and the wildest places that one can Imagine. So the reader will 
understand, that the shooting grounds tor chamois is one wild 
unbrokeu range of mountains free from the visitation of man, or 
nearly so. After leaving the can. In a wild looking spot In 
Styeria, seven hours from Vienna, at a little place called Orosa 
Rlflerlng, we started np the side of s mountain, following the 
trail to the little village of Wild Alpen, after six of the longest 
hours ever ei^ierlenced by any one in search of shooting. 

We arrived on Saturday night at Wild Alpen, worn out. Here 
we were met by Connt Wllzek whose appearance I will describe, 
as be dresses while in the mountaine the same aa the peasants or 
chamois keepers. Count Wllzek is a man six feet four Inches In 
height, baa broad and massive sbonlders, and a most noble face; 
bla coetnme consleted of a round top felt hat; In the band was a 
bunch of hair taken from the back of a chamois killed in Winter, 
and worn In ihape of a feather about eight Inches long. This hair 
la much prized by the hunter as It can only be obtained in l^ln- 
ter, by stalking the chamois on the dizzy heights of mountains 
where none but the hunter himself can fully appreciate the dan¬ 
ger. Every chamois hunter has one, that ls,lf be le worthy to be 
called a hunter. Ills shirt was made of the chamois skin, bla 
coat of the Austrian gray trimmed with green, his pants, if you 
can call them by that name, were made of chamois skin and only 
reached down to bis kueer, leaving nearly one foot of leg and 
knee exposed between his pants and Icggins which only cover 
the calf of the leg. The Idea of leaving the knee exposed la to 
enable the hunter to climb with greater ease. The aboes are the 
most extraordinary things; ithey are made without heels and the 
soles are two and one-half Inches thick, and fall of very long 
spikee and nsDs. This is the dross of a chamois hunter when he 
has bla gun, and a pole wUh a long spike In It, to assist him In 
climbing; the pole generally in use la about alx feet long. 

The Count gave me a very hearty welcome, and together we 
went up to my room. We sat In the window talking for some 
time, when he pointed to a chamois standing on the top of a very 
high mountain. I looked, but my eyes were too good; that 
chamois was made of iron, aud put there for the benefit of 
strangers. The Count smiled and told me that we would rest at 
the hotel over Sunday, and on Monday beat a mountain very 
near the village. 

Sunday morning we all went to the little chapel, and there saw 
the poor mountain peasants at worship. I think I am safe In 
Baying that they drees the same and have not Improved in the 
least, for many hundreds o$ years. It la very bard to believe that 
this world coqtaina sneb Ignorance and simplicity. The two re¬ 
deeming qaalltlea are that they are religious and obedient, and 
answer in every way to the wishes of royalty, which they wor¬ 
ship. Monday morning found me np bright and early, dressed 
SB a mighty hunter, armed with a Winchester rifle, model 1'7C, 
and a six foot pole wlt’i a aplke In It. All eyes turned toward 
me, the Yankee hunter; as I stepped forth, dressed In so EngIbh 
banting coatnme, my long hair carefully combed, many an ex¬ 
pression either of contempt or admiration went up from the 
crowd of beaters, but all in German, so I could trot understand. 
I learned afterward that 1 was looked upon as a good subject 
for many purposes, but " nlz good" for chamois. We started at 
the foot of an immense' moontaln and climbed toward the sum¬ 
mit for three hours. At last we reached an Impassable barrier; 
the Count motioned me to sit down by a little tree. I took my 
Beat and for the first time looked down the monotaln.

They are to my opinion better than the 
Ely, as they contain more grease (or, as they advertise, "chemi¬ 
cally prepared ”) and I can readily wipe out the barrels with a 
rag altera day's shoot.

15 If, on the contrary, without hooking himself, he continues 
to rise, persevere. Paradox though It sounds, you will soon 
hook It If you do not hook It soon yourself. 

16. Before starting for a long day’s fishing rub a little soap on 

the ferules of the rod. It will often save much discomfort at 
night. It Is as well to see, too (particularly If the rod has been 
laid by for months or years), that the stoppers will come out of 
the joints before leaving home. A rod-stopper Is sometimes 
more trying than a bottle-stopper. ... „ 

17. On your return never trust some one else to dry your line. 
Do It yqurself. 

18 If your children can gain access to your rods beware lest 
they Uke them to play with as rakes and spades.

Destruction of FIsb. 


Prof. Spencer F. Baird, U. 8. Fish Commissioner, sees a way to J 
prevent the destruction of fish. He says: „ r 

“ We have dlIBcuUy In enforcing the laws In this matter, be- 
cause the government has not assumed conirjl of the fish Inter- 
ejts, as In Norway and Germany. The various states have made ‘ 
laws, but these are almost Impossible to enforce, tacause In « 
waters adjoining contiguous states the codes are dlfterent, or 
there Is perhaps a law for one and none for the other, so that 
fishermen claim they have not the same chance, and will not obey ‘ 
the laws. I think the best way la to make fish so abundant by 
this artificial proceaw oC liatchlog and plaotl^, Ibat It will not 
make any dlflereDca bow many are taken. Thla can beeaelly 
accomplished, so that the trade will regulate Itself. If fish are ' 
so abundant that they can be token cheaply and In large qmntl- 
tles, the price will go down so that It will not pay the U.Uvruien 
to prosecute the business so Industriously, and the fish will have 
a respite. We bavc already seen iDStancea of that. Last year 
fish planted In the Susquehanna river were so abuedant that 
fishermen only received half the usual price. Of course dealers 
don’t like this. They would rather sell half the fish for twice 
the money and save the labor; but It la In the Interest of the 
consumer to make the fish plenty and cheap. Then they will bo 
allowed to grow to the largest size. We receive great opposi¬ 
tion from dealers on this ground.” 

How the American government dlfferi from others m.regard 
to fisheries, he thos notes: 

“The only counfcrtes besides ours who give attention to this 

mailer are Germany and Norway. The latter country has the 
most stringent rules regulating the fisheries. The cod appear off 
their coaet In the Winter, and then the entire population almost 
repairs to the seashore to participate In the flehlng. It la the 
principal food supply. The government has a police force to reg¬ 
ulate where neto shall be cast, and to enforce other regulations, 
to all of which the people freely submit, knowing It to be for the 
general good.” 

Oo the cultivation of carp he remarks; 

“ The carp la a domeatlcatod flab, having been raised In the 
East and Germany, for a thousand years. They come when 
called by a whistle or the tinkling of a bell, and feed out of the 
keeper’s hand. Then they grow faster than any other flab. Some 
wo have In onrponda—where there are millions of them—wi'lah 
ten or twelve pounds at four years of age. They are not parti, 
nlar where they live. Tou could raise them In a tub. They do 
not need the water to be particularly pure, nor to have much of 
It. Their main value consists In the fact that they eat cheap 
food. They Uke boiled pototoce, boiled squash, boiled corn or 
barley, or the refuse from a brewery, or In fact, almoet any vege¬ 
table. The same amount of food of this class that will produce 
a pound of flesh In a fowl or a^lg wiU do more In a carp. All 
these points being In Us favor. It will become our moat^popnlar 
flih. We send s car-load at our own eipenae to aome central 
point, Uke 8t. Louis or Chicago, and let them be divided Into 
amall lota sod sent on from there at the expense of the recipient. 

I think In a few yean the country wUl he stocked with them, ao 
, we can cease raising them, for we do not wish to prosecute any 

branch of work after It has become estobllihed.” 

He makes this contribution to the naturnl history of the msek- 

There le vast shtal of msckerel every Summer at Block 
• Island. It la known as the Block laland shosl, and Is there'In 
1 great force, and the Indlvidoala are particularly fine and largo. 

At othereeasons of the year there are none there. There Is 
f probably some form of mlcroecoplc animal or vegetable life that 
j abonnda In those waten In the Summer, that la the prime cause 
of the mackerel's presence. It It 'prohebly the food of eome 


The lines should be wound on squsre frames of wood about a 
foot square, and care taken that they are kept very dry. Too 
much attention cannot bo paid In this respect, as by the absence 
of it the best fish are often loet, and cost la Involved by Ireab 
supplies. The baits generally used In whiffing are aand-eela, 
sprats, smelts, smsll eels, pieces of msckerel, garfish, herring, 
plicbsrd, conger and rag-worms. Bed rags, part of the stem of 
a tobacco-pipe, pieces of mother of pearl, tin or silver, and the 
whole tribe of kill-devils, spoons, srcblmedean, contrivances, are 
alao employed aa artificial baits, but we never resort to them 
when natural baits can be had. The different fish generally ob¬ 
tained In this manner are mackerel, pollack, garfish, gurnards, 
tub Bhld^ brosm, scads, and John Dorey. Indeed, we once 
knew of a fine aalmon peel being caught In thla way by Capt. 

L. Sberman, R. N., but auch Inatoncea may be ranked aa accl- 
denta of great rarity. The llghteat Unee should airways be placed 
abaft, or they wUl assuredly get foul of each other and entail 
vexatious trouble and Inconvenience. The manner of flablng, 
either drifting or at anchor, Is moch the same, and light or heavy 
llne^ or both, may he employed; and by this style of fishing al¬ 
most every sort of fish that Is found on our c lasU may be secured. 

In drifting—sometlmeatermed hedging—the Balls are hauled down 
aud the boat G permitted to pass over the fishing ground. This can 
be beat effected when the wind and tide are opposed to each other, 
aaln such case the boat is prevented from drifting too fast to lee¬ 
ward, whilst the wind prevente the boat from being carried too 
fast by the tide In an opposite direction, and In order to aceom- 
pllsh thla effectively, the boat should be kept broadside to the 
wind and tide. This plan la generally adopted on extensive 
fishing grounds, and where flab are found In conalderable num- 
bera. It la often advlaable to bring up, and when the sport ta^ns 
to slacken, haul up and kedge over the ground again. When 
heavy-leaded lines are used they are sunk to the bottom, and 
hauled up to keep the halts clear of the bottom, as then they are 
to aome extent out of the reach of the ersbe, which will bite or 
suck every atom of the baits off the hooka. Two heavy lines are 
aa much as one fisherman can attend to. In addition, a light 
j line or two may be let overboard, especially where pollack are 
preseul, aa these Hah are more frequently token with light lines 
than at the bottom. Cord lines we consider more preferable to 
, horae-halr for this kind of fishing, particularly In rocky grounda, 
where the hooka often get hitched In the rocka or In weed, In 
' which casCi m main atrength muat be resorted to, It not unxre- 
‘ quently happens, that where horsc-halr la used, the anoods 
; of the hooks prove too strong for the line. We have read aome- 
where that to prevent thla the flahermcn (we believe off Jersey) 

' use malleable zinc hooka which upon a more than ordinary atraln 
[ straighten and come away from the attachment. Lines for bot- 
* tom fishing are fitted up In several ways. We use a conlcal- 
’ shaped lead and yoke stick attached to It, as being less likely to 
^ twlat than the boat-ehaped. This lead le fixed about a yard from 
tbs end of the line, to which a loop la whipped, and to this are 
fastened two hooks, fixed to couples about a yard long, one book 
being allowed to hang down about a foot below the other. 
When we fish harbors, or In ports of the coast not much dis¬ 
turbed, our plan la to fasten a piece of alight whalebone 
or copper-wire, about fourteen or fifteen Inches long, through 
the hole In the lead which Is lied to the end of the line, and 
p two hooka with anoods about a foot long faatened to each 
end of the cross stick, which should have loops attached to them 
for the purpose. Thla sort of tackle la much used In the South- 
, ampton Water, a spot which we can confidently recommend to 
the notice of such of onr readers as may not feel equal to Incur- 
, ring the risk of flahlng In the open sea, where, during the months 
t of Angust, September and October the river may be tolerably 
said to swarm with whiting pouts and whiting, which, although 
a not the largest of their species, yet, from their greet number, 
afford excellent amateur diversion.—C rbzl, In Pishing Oasetts. 


Thb CisciSNATi Rbsbrvoir. —A Special dispatch to the Chi¬ 
cago TVifrMTW of the 16th, states; “ When tbe great Eden Park 
reservoir was emptied to-day, over 1,000 pounda of flab were 
caugbt In the basin, aome of them of remarkable size. Among 
them were the following varletlee; .Twenty-two spawn fish, of 
ao average weight of twelve pounda, and some weighed as high 
aa eighteen pounds; numerous white bass and perch, weighing 
one-hsif and threo-foartha of a pound; about twenty buffaloes, 
weighing from four to ten pounds; a large number of catfish, 
some of them eighteen inches long, and weighing from four to 
fifteen pounds; about 250 aklpjacks, which are of Utile use for 
eating, and a few amall salmon. A curiosity was a lamprey eel, 
nine Inches long, a variety said to be very rare this aide of New 
Orleans. The flab caught vrere divided drat among the water 
works employee, and afterward to people In the neighborhood. 
The water has been In the reservoir only seven years, showing 
that some large-sized fish must have passed through the pumping 
works.”
